The Jail Broken Into and tlie Mur- 


derers of Old Man Jelleson 


Lynched. 


A Son of the Murdered Man 


Confession in Which He Acknowl- 


edges Their Guilt. 


THREE MEN LYNCHED. 


DBS MOTNES, la,, Feb. 5.—Cicero Jdler- 


son, John A. Sinythe and Joel Wilson, in 
jail at Audubon for the murder of Jeller- 
son's father in April last, through their at- 
torney recently applied to Judge Laof- 
borrow 
for 
a 
change 
of 
venue, 


on 
the 
ground 
that they eonld not 


have a fair trial. Last Saturday Judge 
Loofborrow 
announced 
that 
Judge 


Henderson, of Marshalltowu, would. con- 
clude the term. On Monday Judge Hi n !er- 
son arrived, opened court, and annouu. 
Judge Loofborrow's ruling, granting the 
prisoners the change of venue prayed for. 
The fact that the prisoners's attorneys were 
not present led the community to believe that 
the granting of the change had been pre- 
concerted, and much indignation was ex- 
pressed. Tuer.day night tlie 1'ejling culmi- 
nated in a semi-private meeting of about 
one 
hundred citizens o£ Atidubcm, 
a 


rumor bring afloat that a special train 
would arrive to convey 
the prisoners 


to 
Athuitic. 
About two o'clock 
this 


morning, all preliminaries having been ar- 
ranged, the crowd niarclied to the jail in a 
body. The keys vJere demanded of Sheriff 
Herbert, who refused to give f'oin up, and 
fired two shots to alarm th-.: lovi, but as 
about all t!ie male inhaMtv.rs -v.'iv in the 
mob there \v:iv no Qua to helu him. 


Tbe uieu then al:ac!:cJ fie walls of the 


jail M*ltb siedge-luumners, and iu this way 
spredily gained an entrance. As soon as 
the lynchers were inside they secured the 
officers in a room, and then proceeded to 
take out tiie prisoners. Cicero Jellerson 
was the first to sutler. He was taken out 
to the public square and hanged to the 
bnnd-stand. 
When the avengers

he fought des- 


perately for a few minutes, 
but oae 


of the mob shot him through the head, 
the ball entering his left eye. 
Wilson was 


also killed while resisting the mob. 
Tin 


two dead bodies were then taken out aud 
hung to the stringers of the high fence 
which surrounded the jail. Wilson had 
bullet-hole in his forehead, another in his 
face and several in his body. 


The dead bodies were left swinging until 


Sheriff Herbert cut them down. The work 
of the mob occupied from :J:30 to four a. in.

Judge MacArthur calls attention to one of 
ho schools of France, called the Municipal 
College of Apprentices, which was founded 
at the expenso of Paris, and did not begirt 
until l'.;7i No pupil is admitted before the 
age of 13, and instruction lasts three years, 
one-half that time being given to schooling 
and the other half to practical work. 


Another notable school in Europe for man- 


ual craft is at Besancon. This is a technical 
school, founded at tha expense of the city, 
an 1 especially devoted to watch manufao 
ture. 
Besancon manufactures 
four-fifths 


of all the watches sold in France, and the 
object of this school is to thoroughly 
teach their children their trade. They are 
taught not only to turn and temper metals, 
and to make the several parts of a watch, 
but to manipulate atoms as small as the 
grain of sand that drops through the hour- 
glass, and their technical education includes 
every thing having ft bearing upon th« work, 
such as arithmstio, mensuration, geography, 
mechanical drawing, geometry »nd composi- 
tion. This school is supported by the public 
taxation of the town of Basauoon, whose 
people understand that they can only keep 
their trade by education in watch-making. 
Besancou is not far 
f i'om Switzerland, aud 


was an old Roman city. 


Another notable .school Judge MacArthur 


refers to is that of the Christian Brothers in 
Paris, a series of buildings surrounding a 
play-ground. The students go in at 8 or C 
/ears, and at 13 are put to a trade. In th; 
iuo:m time they are in^tructa.l in all olemeu-

Schneider family took possession of it They 
Lad teachers in elementary studies, natural 
philosophy, chemistry of motals, modeling. 
' drawing, 
and

him 
away 
to 
the 


technical schools and broug ht him back to 
assist in tha management. Tno rest of the 
boys are drafted from the schools into the 
works—some as plain workmen, others as 
accountants and draughtsmen. It is said 
there is not a man in this school among the 
mechanics employed m thy construction oE 
engines who could not make an accurate 
drawing of the work on which ho is engaged. 
The little town has shot up to bo well-buiit, 
well-paved, with churches, schools, markets 
and IH,0(M liueiy-educated and self-respect- 
ing people. 


There is a technical school at Limoges, 


where works in enamel ara made and have 
been nia'.le for 
a 
great 
mauy years. 


Just previous to the American- revolution 
kaolin vns discovered near by and porce- 
lain works established, and Limoges ware is 
known all over the world. This ware con- 
tinued to improve until in ISCii a bright^ 
mindeJ man

a >chool, and the town also grants a 
subvention 
to

lished freo town schools to teach the fine arts 
as applied to the industrial arts, and gave 
them his personal attention and supervision. 
Cou-equeutly Limogos has risen to become a 
huge place, the procGlaiu manufacture ha? 
become immense, the private habits of tho 
people wonderfully improved, and now that 
school is called the National School oB the 
Decorative Art, and is open to both boys and 
firls. Thoy have special courses for draw- 
ing for all trade purpo^-), pottery, enamel- 
ing nnd engraving. Boys must be over 13 
years of age on entering, and girls over 13. 
Tho tuition is free. 


The French have besides 
three great 


schools to train superintendents and foremen 
of workshops, and for artisans, located at 
Chftlons, at Angers und at Aix, each with 
SOU pupils admitted upon competitive ex»m- 
inatious, all between thu ages of LTor IT, 
and tliey live in the school building. Sever 
hours of labor a day aro devoted to practical 
instruction in four wurkshop-;, namely, in 
carpentry nnd modeling, foundry, forgmg 
auu adjusting.

Canada's 
Climate for Coring Chronic 


Cases—Snowed Up In Manitoba. 


[W. George Beers fa The Century.] 


It is by no means every delicate person 


who should make Canada his winter resort; 
but it is well known that our winters have 
cured chronic cases for which Colorado aiid 
Florida were alone supposed to be beneficial. 
Every winter numbers resort to' Montreal, 
Quebec, Hali ax. and Winnipeg for no other 
reason than that for which they once went 
to tropical climates. I know patients who 
were regularly sent to Bermuda and the 
West Indies, and others to such winter cli- 
mates as Nice, without mora than temporary 
benefit, who were completely . cured by tUe 
outdoor life of our Montre.il and Quebec 
winters. 


Two years ago we had an exceptionally 


severe winter in Manitoba. Ite severity and 
peculiarities were precisely the same iu Da- 
kota and Minnesota. 
I was en route from 


Brandon to Winnipeg, a distance, of ISO 
miles by rail, and wag caught in a snow 
blockade which lasted eight days, and kept 
us in a situation not likely again to occur. 
The Btirm was so severe that relief trains 
could not leave Winnipeg, and a couple of 
us, who had the long snow shoes used on the 
prairies, tramped to and from farm-houses 
a couple of miles distant for provisions for 
the passengers. 
The snow plows were of no 


use, and in a desperate attempt to cut away 
through the drifts the engine jumped the 
track and cams to grief. 
The train was 


pulled back from the debris by an engine in 
the rear, and the next morning we found 
"ursalves separated from tha wreck by deap_ 
drifts, some of them fifteen feet high. 


Night after nisuu passed; the coal and 


wood ran short; two of the cars were aban- 
doned by the passengers, and, to economize 
fuel, we were crowded into the two reimuu- 
inp cars. Tho sleeping accomo lation im- 
provised was very amusing. Fancy roost- 
inz two in a single sisat, with your knees 
doubled up to you* c-liin; or propped on top 
of the back of the se.i:«, which were turned 
up and brought together so as to form a sort 


' o? il'ju'ot:-) deck. Shove'?ri bad been workin-: 


(Jay a"-.l night, but tilery were too few; and 


i -,t last the [la-i-engers want to work, and 
! ,-om 0 a. m. until 5 p. ra, pitched tho snow 
! with might and main, and succeeded in 


clearing the truck. In order to pass ths ob- 
stacles of the wrecked engine, we raised old 
rails, got ties, and laid a now side-track on 
the hard snow, and our cars were safely 
shoved forward. Shovelers from Wiunipej 
had succeeded, with the snow-plow, in reach- 
ing us, and we were soon on our way. 


The effect of this exposure upon the health 


of many of the passengers was remarkably 
good. One clergyman who bad come out 
from England for some affection of the 
throat was determined to do his share of the 
shoveling. He had very thin moccasins on 
his feet, and during the day, as there was a 
warm win i, they wera wet through. He 
never expected to see England again, but 
that one days work cured him effectually. 
Other persons suffering from throat and 
lung affections have not since been troubled. 
Oue would suppose the conditions ware just 
those to provoke illness, but tho very reverse 
was the casa.

Plants in Sleeplng-Kootns.

The controversy as to keeping live plants 


in a room at night continues to be carried on

stories told in that connection as old women's 
tales, belonging to the same category as the 
myth about sleeping under tae moon or 
f.iuiig a siest-i under a yew tree. But then 
t:.i'ro were published terrible accounts of 
fair dames who. despising the warning in 
question, and depositing bouquets or flower- 
pots iu their rooms at night, had met with 
a fate almost as tragic as tbnt recorded in 
the doleful bnllad of "The Mistletoe Bough." 


Thereupon the scientific world, with the 


whole crow of unlearned 
f'tlk at its beels, 


rushed to the opposite 
conclusion, and 


adopted a theory that illness and even deuto 
might result from slespiug in an apurtm-jnt 
which was adorned with living plants or 
fresh cuttings. And now it turns out tiuit in 
going .-o far as this we have gone a g'. 
JetU too far. At a medical conference ro- 
ceutly held in France, it was demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of all tho.savants there 
present that plant*, as long as they are 
plants only, may safely, and even with ad- 
vantage, be admitted to the asylum fruin 
which they have BO often been exiled. 


These pretty ornaments, as a learned 


writer now declares, "far from being hurt- 
:u:, are beneficial, inasmuch as they exhale 
a certain amount of ozone and vapor, which 
maintain a healthy dampness in the air, and 
besides that are destructive of the microbes 
which promote consumptive tendencies in 
human bsings. It is only flowers, and not 
the plijits which bear them that do the 
damage, Ftjrnsare inocuous; roses and sun- 
flowers aro pernicious—at least during the 
interesting period while they ara in bloom."

The above game has obtained 


widespiead popularity of late and 
people who see no harm m a game 
3f eai'ds are, passionately fond of it. 
There has been just enough talk 
about progressive euchre this winter 
to excite the curiosity of those unac- 
quainted with the game, and the fol- 
lowing description will therefore 
prove very interesting: "Progressive 
euchre takes twelve persons. Ther=> 
are three tables, each supplied wuh 
cards. One is called the ace, oue the 
king and one the queen table. Take 
the aces, kings and queens from one 
of the packs, and after they have 
been shuffled let each person draw 
one, the ones drawing aces going to 
the ace table, those drawing kings to 
the king and those queens to the 
queen table—the persons drawing 
black cards being partners and those 
red partners.When this has been done 
the 
playing commences—regular 


euchre is played. No games count 
save those at the ace table, snd each 
player's record at the table IB kept by 
the scorer. When a game has been 
finished nt the ace tablu tha parties 
who are defeated go to the queen 
table, and those wtio have made tha 
most points at the king table, take 
their places and try to defeat thsir 
victors, while the parties who have 
made the most points at the queen 
take the places of the persons who 
left the king table for the ace table 
At the king and queen tables they 
do not stop playing because they 
have finished a game, but keep right 
on until the game has been finished 
at the ace table; nor on the other 
hand, if a game has been concluded 
at the ace table and the king or queen 
table sets have not finished their 
game, do they try to finish it. The 
ones making the most points are the 
victors, whether less or more than 
fiya, the regular number for a game, 
has been made. It is usual to give' 
some present or favor to the person 
winning the most games at the ace 
table, and also to the one getting the 
fewest.

There appears to be but little differ- 
ence between this and the foreign la point of 
I.re-proof qualities, though some manufac- 
turers report that, as it general thlniz, tha 
American article will stuud a higher degree 
>f heat. 
It is also better adapted for mak- 


ing itre-proofs cemente aud paints, for which 
purpose it is generally used, the length of 
fiber being unessential. The Canadian is 
(.aid to be the bast for general use. The 
Italian is the finest for textile purposes, but 
on account of itx higher price it cannot com- 
pete with either the Canadian or American 
material, some exceptionally fine specimens 
being of very high co-,t.
